Ascent Begins When House, 
by Vote of 102 to 27, Passes 


the Oglesby Direct 
Primary Bill. 


COME DOWN FOR CAUCUS. 


Leaders Confer Long on Way to 
Take Away ‘Radical’ Features 
of Measure; Action Is 
Due on Friday. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. | 

Springfield, III., Oct. 28.—{Special.}—There 
was a balloon ascension in these parts today 
which modestly would bid for a small share 
of the public attention. 

The house passed the Oglesby direct plu- 
rality primary law with ‘the emergency 
clause by a vote of 102 to 27, and the esteemed 
senate immediately ascended. 

It was followed instantly by a “ flock of 
political balloons carrying agitated party 
leaders who were not prepared to go up just 
at that time. Some of them did not have time 
to crawl into the baskets, but were carried 
up on the guide ropes and by the anchors. 
The prevailing emotion in Springfield is one 
of great anxiety for the participants in the 
“flight.” The senate returned to earth this 
evening. but none of the politicians have been 
able to send back any reassuring tidings as 
to their condition. 


Too High for Real Work. 

It is not expected that any of the ascen- 
sionists will rival the distances of the St. 
Louis racers across the country, but it is a 
certainty that the Springfield balloons have 
attained an altitude not attempted by the 
international balloonists. 

It further is expected that all parties con- 
cerned will alight some time tomorrow, and 
that immediate steps will be taken to elim- 
inate some of the desperate radicalism of 
Mr. Oglesby’s first performance in the di- 
rection of primary legislation. 

Already it has been decided that the 
Oglesby bill will be taken as the ground work 
for senate legislation on the subject, but the 
conservatives expect to be able to amend it 
so as to preserve the convention idea, either 
by requiring majorities or a 35 per cent vote 
for direct nominations. 

The house bill was received by the senate 
at its evening session and sent to second 
reading. It will be taken up tomorrow for 
amendment and the senators have decided to 
attempt its passage in amended form on 
Friday. 


Both Houses Pass Bills. 

Altogether it has been a busy day in legis- 
lation, as may be indicated by the following 
summary of measures passed: 

BY THE SENATE. 

The wheel tax bill wanted be the Chicago city 
Officials to enable the licensing of vehicles to pro- 
vide a fund for street repair, introduced by Sen- 
ator Allison for Mayor Busse, and passed by 
vote of $7 to 0, It is an amendment to the 
cities and villages act, empowering all cities and 
towns which care to use the power conferred to 
tax vehicles and regulate the width of tires. 

The international improvement commission bill 
providing a method for making the improvements 
needed for thé protection of Ohio river towns, 
introduced by Senator Bartley. 

An appropriation bill for the East St. Louis 
free employment agency. 

A bill authorizing the trustees of state insti- 
tutions to contract to give public service corpora- 
tions right of way over state grounds. 

BY THE HOUSE. 

The Oglesby direct primary bill putting all 
nominations directly in the hands of voters. 

The Allen bill declaring the Desplaines and Iili- 
nois rivers navigable streams, and ordering the 
state authorities proceed by law to remove ob- 
structions from them. 

The cocaine bill prohibiting the sale of narcotic 
drugs except on a physician's prescription, and 
providing a fine of $1,000, or one year’s imprison- 
ment, for violation. The measure was backed by 
John L. Whitman and some of the Municipa! 
court judges. 

BY BOTH HOUSES. 

A joint resolution providing for the appoint- 

ment of a joint committee of both houses to ro- 


port to the next legislature on the outer park belt 
and forest preserve project in Chicago. ° 


House Vote Shocks Leaders. 

In spite of the fact that the purpose of the 
house to pass the Oglesby bill seemed pretty 
plain, the action came as a distinct shock 
to the senate leaders and to the numerous 
politicians gathered to watch the battle. 

Members of the upper house have become 
accustomed to seeing the house perform what 
they consider to be wild and dangerous tricks, 
but they never have felt particularly alarmed. 
They always have regarded the house as a 
giddy young thing that would have its fling, 
but which never would carry anything too 
far. Therefore when Speaker Shurtleff an- 
nounced the vote of 102 to 27 on the Oglesby 
bill. showing that it had the necessary two- 
thirds to carry an emergency clause, the 
senate, realizing that the house had gone the 
limit, ammediately ascended, as has been 
related. 

Hold Council of War. 

As soon as a return to earth had been ne- 
gotiated a conference of republican senators 
was called to frame up a program of action. 

The discussion is said to have been warm, 
interesting, and picturesque. Four propo- 
sitions were submitted to the gathering. 
One was the Oglesby bill itself. A second 
was the Gardner bill, providing merely that 
all primaries shall be held on the same day. 

A third was submitted by Senator Jones, 
providing that the recent state law should be 
amended to remove the defects because of 
which the Supreme court held it unconsti- 
tutional, The fourth was presented by Sen- 
ator Dunlap, who wanted a law framed 
which would allow some nominations by plu- 
rality vote, but which would retain the 
county and state conventions. 

By far the most interesting utterances dur- 
ing the debate came from Senator Henson, 
according to all reports. Mr. Henson is said 
to have expressed himself to the effect that 
the Supreme court and the legislature were 
filled with “‘undesirable citizens. He allowed 
that if the senate really wanted to do any- 
thing with a primary law it could find a way 
in about an hour, and he also said that once 
he had regarded it an honor to be a member 
of the Illinois upper house, allowing his fel- 
low members to guess ited he has now come’ 
to regard it. |

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AIR SCANDAL OF ROYAL CABAL 


Charges Against Berlin Court 
Clique Revealed at Trial. 


KAISER CALLED ‘LIEBSCHEN.’ 


Handkerchief Episode Sheds Light on 
Viees of Erotic Circle. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

BERLIN, Oct. 28.—The action of Count 
Kuno von Moltke, former military governor 
of Berlin, against Maximilian Harden, pub- 
Holst and editor of the Zukunft, for defama- 
tion of character, came up for tria) this 
morning. Von Moltke is an intimate friend 
of Prince Eulenburg, who formerly was Ger- 
man ambassador to Vienna, and a kinsman of 
the present chief of the general staff, Lieut. 
Gen. Count Helmuth von Moltke, and of the 
governor of the province of East Prussia, 
Frederick von Moltke. These three Von 
Moltkes are nephews of the late great field 
marshal, Vion Moltke. 

Harden, in a long series of articles in the 
Zukunft, attacked a court camarilla, headed 
by Prince Eulenburg, who was then a per- 
sonal friend and confidant of the kaiser. The 
allegations represented Count von Moltke 
as belonging to this camarilla, which was 
described as a group of mystical and spirit- 
ualistic members of the court circle; who 
secretly sought to influence the kaiser in 
political matters and were guilty of abnormal 
immoral practices among themselves. Von 
Moltke challenged Harden to a duel, but 
Harden refused on the ground that a duel 
would close the entire episode. 


Kaiser Furious at Developments. 

According to report the Crown Price 
Frederick William made an inquiry into the 
charges in May and went to his father with 
the result of his investigation, which caused 
Count Eulenburg. Von Moltke, and Lieut, 
Gen. Hohenau suddenly to resign. 

The kaiser is said to be furious, not only 
at the state of things that has been dis- 
closed, but also that the case has been al- 
lowed to come into court and thus bring 
odium on the monarchy. 

The trial is chiefly of interest as reveal- 
ing that such men and such conditions could 
possibly exist within a civilized court of 
almost puritanical tendencies. Berlin opin- 
ion so far is that Harden is showing himself 
to be a good patriot as well as a strong per- 
sonality. 

Few of the 10,000 applicants for cards of 
admission to the courtroom were able to 
get them, and these largely were lawyers, 
witnesses, and reporters. 

Among those summoned to testify were 
Maj. Prince Biron von Kurland, belonging 
to a regiment of the guards; Count Edgar 
von Wedel, Count Otto von Moltke, Herr 
Paul Liman, author of a life of the emperor; 
Baron Alfred von Berger, director of the 


Hamburg theater; Frau von Bibe, the di- 


vorced wife of Count Kuno von Moltke, 
and many others well known in Germany 
but less known abroad. 


Chancellor Unable to Be Present. 

Chancellor von Bülow's chief clerk not- 
fied the court that the chancellor, who had 
not yet returned to Berlin, regretted that he 
could not be present. Field Marshal Count 
von Hulsen-Haesler, chief of the emperor's 
military cabinet, could not be reached by 
subpcena, as he was traveling, and Prince 
Eulenburg’s physicians sent a certificate 
saying he was in Berlin, but too ill to attend 
the court, and willingly would make a dec- 
laration if called upon to do so. 

After the clerk of the court had read all of 
Herr Harden's articles on the subject the 
defendant rose and said: 

„ have followed political aims alone in 
my articles, and in so doing have been com- 
pelled to mention Count von Moltke’s name. 
I did not say he had practiced disgraceful 
vices, but said he was abnormal in tempera- 


ment.“ 
Harden said he had never written a word 


more than was necessary. 


Count von Moltke*said such a circle as the 


“Round table, which, as the defendant 


alleged, had sought to influence Emperor 
William’s political actions, often in a sense 
contrary to the views of his constitutional 
advisers, never had existed and could not 
exist in the entchirage of the emperor. The 
count added that his old friendship with 
Prince Eulenburg was “ wholly without ul- 
terior significance.” 


Heard Disgraceful Reports. ° 

Herr Herden’s counsel, Herr Bernstein, 
asked Von Moltke if he had not heard dis- 
graceful reports about M. Lecomte, the ex- 
first secretary of the French embassy, who 
was transferred in June, and the plaintiff ro- 
plied: 

“I did hear them, but I did not believe 
them. I met M. Lecomte many years ago 
at Starnburger [a watering place in upper 
Bavaria], and I saw him once or twice with 
Prince Eulenburg.”’ 

Herr Harden questioned the plaintiff about 
the testimony presented at the time of his 
divorce from his wife, Frau von Elbe, and 
said he had heard things about the plaintiff 
five years ago which if he had told of them 
would have caused the count’s uniform to be 
torn from him, but he had kept silent. Con- 
tinuing, Herr Harden declined to withdraw 
anything he had written, but admitted frank- 
ly that he had twice been imprisoned for in- 
sults to the sovereign, each time for six 
months, and that he had also been fined 
several times for the same offense. 


Regards Friendships Erotic. 

At the afternoon session of the court Har- 
den said he did not accuse Von Moltke of 
criminal acts, but he regarded his friendship 
with Prince Hulenburg as erotic in character, 
for the plaintiff, he said, had once pressed 
the prince’s handkerchief to his lips and 
cried: ‘“‘My Philip, my soul, my beloved.” 

Harden went on to testify that Von Moltke’s 
friends had admitted to him that Von Moltke 
and Prince Eulenburg had, when conversing 
together, referred to the kaiser as Ldeb- 
schen (little darling). 

In reply to this the defense promised to 
show that the word was used of the old Em- 
peror William by the aged Countess Pour- 
tales, and that the epithet had been inherited, 
as it were. 


Epithets on Married Life. 


Frau von Elbe, the divorced wife of Kuno 
von Moltke, testified to the gross epithets 
that her former husband had applied to mar- 
ried life. She then described the handker- 
chief incident, which she said she saw from 
an adjacent room. She declared also that 
Prince Eulenburg at once knelt to her and 
begged her to give up her husband. Refer- 
ring to her divorce Frau von Elbe said she 
nad asked Von Moltke: 

„ What will his majesty say to our di- 
voree? 

To this Von Moltke replied: His majesty 
only hears what I allow him to know.“ 

These words created a great sensation in 
the courtroom. Continuing, the witness tes- 
tified that Von Moltke had once written a let- 
ter to her mother, in which he said they had 
formed a circle about the emperor which no- 
body was able to breakthrough. Answering 
a question from Harden, Frau von Elbe said 
Von Moltke once had told her that he often 
had to make a daily report to Prince 
Eulenburg of the happenings at court. 

The handkerchief incident was confirmed 
by Lieut. von Kruse, Frau von Elbe’s son by 
a previous marriage. 


HUSBAND KNOCKS OUT COPPER. 


Policeman Johnson Insults a Wife and 
His Star Is Taken from 
Him 


Policeman George Johnson of the Attrill 
street station, who was off duty but wearing a 
uniform, met a Mr. and Mrs. Smith, 47 Ful- 
lerton avenue, at Elston and Fullerton ave- 
nues last night. The policeman is alleged 
to have made an insulting remark to Mrs. 
Smith, and the husband quickly knocked him 


out. 

The Smithe departed before other policemen 
reached the scene and before their full name 
was secured. 

Lieut. Meagher arrested Johnson, stripped 
him of his star, and placed him in a cell. 

Johnson, who has been on the force six 
months, will have to face the trial board. It 
is said he was intoxicated. 

He denies that he insulted Mrs. Smith. 
but admits becoming invo.ved in a quarrel 
with Smith. 


DEFY TORREY: ‘PROVE A HELL’ 


Religious Independents Demand 
Debate with Evangelist. 


CHALLENGES TURNED DOWN. 


Preacher Refuses Discussion with Man- 
gasarian and Baker. 


Two challenges asking that he participate 
in a public debate upon the existence of God, 
heaven, and hell were sent yesterday to Dr. 
R. A. Torrey, the evangelist conducting a 
series of services in a large tent at Clark and 
Chestnut streets. One he already has de- 
clined, and it is expected that, as the second 
was issued by a member of the same sect, it 
will meet with similar treatment in a pri- 
vate reply today. 

Both originated in the Independent Re“ 
ligious society, which holds its meetings Sun- 
day mornings in Orchestra hall. M. M. Man- 
gasarian, head of the society, in response. 
to an advertisement in which Dr. Torrey 
asked all skeptics to meet him, request- 
ed a public discussion rather than a private 
interview. <A brief reply setting forth the 
evangelist’'s reasons for declining the invita- 
tion will be read to the Mangasarian congre- 
gation on Sunday. 

The second challenge, forwarded by H. H. 
Baker, 837 East Ohio street, a member of the 
Independent society, mentioned several of 
the subjects which should be discussed. 


Would Be Printed in Papers.“ 

„It Jesus whom you worship is a God,” 
read the letter, it is incredible that he would 
not come to greet us and say much that would 
be interesting not alone to us but to the whole 
world, who would hear of what was said in 
the next day’s press. Pau! likewise would 
surely accept the offer and meet us. That is 
what their mission was, that is what your 
mission is. That is the mission of the clergy 
who turned tail heretofore. 

“We wish to impress upon you that we 
are just as sincere as you in our belief that 
Jesus (the God) is a myth; that prayer is a 
superstition; that God (he, she, it, or them)

Is Controlled. 


The financial and banking situation in New 


York, which has created some excitement in 


the east, dnd has occasioned a little uneasi- 
ness in other sections of the country since the 
beginning of the week, lost its alarming 
aspect yesterday, and the consensus of opin- 
fon in every financial center last night was 
that the critical period had been passed and 
that the outlook for the future was entirely 
reassuring. 

Yesterday morning the trouble that start- 


ed m New York spread to Pittsburg, dut 


prompt and effective action taken by the 
clearing house ‘association and the direc- 
tors of the stock exchange there 
coped with it effectually and before the 
close of the business day the atmosphere 
had cleared. 

The trouble in Pittsburg was Pest 
by the announcement of the embarrassment 


of four concerns in the Westinghouse string 


of interests, which were unable, owing to 
the abnormal stringency of the money mar- 
ket, to secure sufficient liquid collateral te 
meet maturing loans. 


Pittsburg Concerns Go Under. 

The difficulties of these concerns were 
brought to the attention of the Pittsburg 
Clearing House association, which ad- 
the directors of the stock ex- 
change to 
day in order to prevent the needless sacrifice 
of security values in an excited market. This 


action was taken, and later in the day re- 


ceivers were appointed for the embarrassed 
Westinghouse concerns. It was stated that 
these concerns are entirely solvent, and that 
creditors would be paid in full. 

The action of the clearing house association 
and stock exchange of Pittsburg is regarded 
as having brushed aside the danger of the 
situation that suddenly developed there, al- 
though before the day was over the Iron 
City Trust company had gone into the hands 
of receivers.

New York Quiets Down. 

The transition from unrest to reassurance 
in New York was due to action taken by Sy 
P. Morgan, James Stillman, and a number of 
the most influential financial interests in the 
city, who coéperated in an effort to bring 
order out of the chaotic condition into which 
the financial community had fallen. A come 
mittee was formed to protect trust companies 
and unlimited assistance promised the 
Trust company of America, which.during the 
day withstood a $12,000,000 run. 

After a thorough canvass of the situation 
Secretary Cortelyou pledged government as- 
sistance to the extent of $25,000,000. 

John D. Rockefeller entered into the day's 
developments as an ameliorating influence, 
arranging to loan large sums to financial in- 
stitutions in need of temporary assistance. 


Weat Solid as a Rock. 

Financial conditions in Chicago, which 
have remained practically unaffected by tne 
scare in the east, showed up stronger than 
ever yesterday. During the day financiers 
connected with the leading institutions in the 
city gave out statements declaring that the 
flurry had not and would not be felt to any 
appreciably serious extent 
here, which are conducted on basic princti- 
‘ples radically different from those in New 
York. 

Conditions similar to those existing in Chi- 
cago were reflected in every important 
financial center throughout the west. Reports 
from over a large area yesterday say that not 
only have conditlon not been disturbed by 
the excitement in the east, but shat large and 
important offers of assistance have been 
made by western bankers to their troubled 
confréres in the east. 


PITTSBURG OVER CRISIS SAFELY. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 23.—[Special.]—After 
a morning of some alarm and excitement 
caused by the announcement of the embar- 
rassment of four Westinghouse companies 
and the decision of the stock exchange to aus- 
pend operations until the financial at mos 
phere had cleared, the closing hours of today 
brought relief and assurance that Pittsburg 
had passed through a critical period with 
comparatively little damage. 

A late echo of the day's excitement, how- 
ever, was heard in the announcement that 
receivers had been appointed for the Iron 
City Trust company. 

The Iron City Trust company was estahb- 
lished in 1901 with $2,000,000 capital. It 
bas deposits of 2. 168.803. according to a 
recent statement, and a surplus of 723.891. 
It was stated that while the institution has 
assets of 4. 000.000 and liability to depositors 
of only $1.700,000, it was thought best to ask 
for receivers, because of the company’s in- 
ability to call loans and realize on securities, 


Westinghouse Concerns Hit. 

Tonight the Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing company, the Westinghouse 
Machine company, and the Security Invest- 
ment company, a holding company for the 
Westinghouse interests, are in the hands of 
a receiver appointed by Judge Ewing of the 
United States Circuit court. A fourth cone 
cern, the Nernst Lamp company, will be 
turned over to receivers in the morning. 

The Pittaburg stock exchange, which de 
cided to close when informed of the Westing- 
house situation by the Pittsburg Clearing 
House association. probably will remain 
closed tomorrow. This action is taken solely 
for the purpose of preventing unnecessary 
sacrifice of values by heavy liquidation of 
stocks.

CRLL LOOMS BEFORE COOKE 


Supreme Court Said to Have Af- 
firmed Prison Sentence. 


DECISION EXPECTED TODAY. 


Former Cireuit Court Clerk Must Serve 
from One to Five Years. 


Reports from Springfield last night indi- 
cated that the Supreme court had affirmed 
the conviction of John A. Cooke, former 
clerk of the Circuit court, who was found 
guilty of conspiracy to defraud Cook county 
and sentenced to Joliet over a year ago. 

The court adjourned last night, and today 
several decisions will be made public, the 
Cooke ease being one of these, it is said. 
Should the report prove true, the former 
offlceholder will be taken in custody and 
sent to Joliet to serve a sentence of from one 
to five years and to pay a fine of $2,000. 

More than a year ago Cooke was convicted 
by a jury in Judge Ben M. Smith’s court, 
and received the maximum penalty for con- 
‘spiracy to defraud the county. Since that 
time he has been out on $30,000 bonds while 
the Appellate and Supreme courts have been 
reviewing the finding of the lower court. 
The affirmation of the decision by the Su- 

e court will mean that Mr. Cooke will 

in his former colleague, John A. Linn, 

former clerk of the Superior court, who was 
convicted on a similar charge. 


Involved in Linn dune. 

Mr. Cooke was elected clerk of the Circuit 
court in 1897 and served continuously until 
1008. After the investigation of Mr. Linn’s 
affairs, which resulted in his conviction, the 

investigation extended to Mr. Cooke’s office, 
to which Mr. Linn had succeeded. Proof of 
payroll padding and other grafting which net- 
ted Cooke over 623,000 were found, and he was 
indicted on thirty-one counts charging him 
with forgery, conspiracy, embezzlement of 
public funds, and withholding public records. 

Unlike Mr. Linn, Cooke refused to plead 
guilty and stood trial. Most of the evidence 
against him was furnished by Charles Brad- 
ley, for many years chief clerk of the court, 
who turned state's evidence, That the graft- 
ing had continued for years was the state- 
ment of Bradley. 


Charges of Attempted Bribery. 

Immediately following the trial a second 
scandal cropped out when it was charged 
that efforts had been made to bribe the 
jurors in the Cooke case. Stephen Crowe, 
brother of the famous Pat Crowe, who at 
that time was proprietor of the Revere house, 
where the jurors lived during the trial, was 
indicted but acquitted. 

Cooke was for years prominent among the 
republican politicians on the southwest side. 
He lives at 769 Halsted street. Since his con- 
viction Mr. Cooke has been said to be in poor 
health, and it i« probable that an effort wiil

TYPHOID FEVER PATIENTS 
VICTIMS OF IMPURE MILK. 


Dr. W. A. Evans Says Analysis Shows 
Half as Many Bacteria as Bubbly 
Creek at Its Worst Ever Had. 


“The milk drunk by those who have had | 


typhoid fever in Chicago during the last 
year has been found to contain nearly half 
as many bacteria ag the water of Bubbly 
creek at its worst—and five times as much 
as the water of Bubbly creek at its best.“ 

Health Commissioner W. A. Evans made 
this comment on Chicago’s milk supply—one 
part of it—at the meeting of the Settlement 
House Woman's club yesterday afternoon 
at 788 Armitage avenue. 

„My advice to you, Dr. Evans continued. 
“ig this: Feed no raw milk to your babies 
during the next ten years in the city of Chi- 
cago, unless you pay at least 12 cents a 
quart for it. My advice to you is not to stop 
using milk. Cook it.“ 

The health commissioner explained that 
in every case of death from typhoid fever 
during the last year examination of the 
milk supply used by the victim had been 
made. On an average, the milk has been 
found te contain 10,000,000 bacteria a cubic 
centimeter. 

From the standpoint of the adult,“ said 
Dr. Evans, the Chicago milk supply is 
practically as good as it need be, but my 
belief is that it will be many years before 
the safety of the milk supply for infants 
will be assured.” 


LONG WAIT FOR TRIAL A CRIME. 


Judge Petit Denounces Practice of Hold- 
ing Accused Persons in Jail 
for Months.

„Text of the Resolution. 

The resolution was presented by Trustee 
Modie J. Spiegel, and read as follows: 

Whereas, The public has made increased de- 
mands upon our teachers in the way of preliminary 
preparation, continued study, and advanced effi- 
ciency; 

Resolved, That a committee consisting of the 
president of the board of education, the chairmen 
of the three committees of the board, and the su- 
perintendent of schools, be appointed to consider 
and report upon a general readjustment of the 
salary schedule beginning with the month of 
January, 1908. 

The resolution was adopted by a unanimous 
vote.

PLAN AN BOY CLUB; NEED AID, ' 


Chicago Women’s Un ade 
Answers Appeal for Help. 


BENEFIT TO WORKING LADS, 


* 


Old All Souls’ Church to Be Rebuilt if 
$6,000 Is Raised. 


The old All Souls’ church building on Oak- 
wood boulevard, opposite the Abraham Lin- 
coln center, ig to be transformed into a model 
home for working boys. 

No public announcement of the project has 
been made, but for several months Judge 
Julian W. Mack, the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd 
Jones, and others have been working toward 
the raising of a $6,000 fund. Difficulty in 
finding contributors led yesterday to an ap- 
peal to the philanthropy and reform depart- 
mente of the Chicago Woman's club for aid in 
pushing the work. Volunteer. committees 
from the Woman's club will help in the work 
of raising the fund. 

In many ways the home, as it is now 
planned, will be unique. Although it is de- 
signed particularly for boys from Glenwood 
and similar institutions, who are earning 
their own living, the home will be neither a 
charity nor a rescue mission. The boys will 
pay rent enough to make the home, theo- 
retically at least, self-supporting, and the 
location of the building, in one of the better 
residence districts of the city and opposite 
the Lincoln center, with its gymnasium, 
Treading rooms, and evening classee, will give 
it something of the character of a luxurious 
uptown club. 


Home for Cultured Boys. 

“The club—it really will be a club—is de 
signed for the more cultured boys, who leave 
such places as Glenwood and have to work 
their way after they get out.“ said Miss Mary 

M. Bartelme, who laid the project before 
the Chicago Woman's club. I have had any 
number of them tell me of the horrors of the 
10 and 15 cent lodging houses, where they 
now go. We need something different from 
the boys’ home over in the Hull house district. 

„This would be a neighborhood where the 
boys would have every good influence. I 
gather that the boys’ principal recreation 
now consists of the cheap shows. I asked one 
how he spent his Sundays. 

O, 1 go to church in the morning some- 
times,’ he said. ‘Then in the afternoon and 
evening I usually see two shows.’ 

Why. that must be expensive,’ I said. 

O, no,’ he explained. ‘It doesn’t cost 
more than 10 or 15 cents.’ 

„ Now, that sort of thing is all wrong, for 
you know what the 5 and 10 cent shows are.“ 


Not a Mere Lodging House. 


The plan is to convert the auditorium and 
vestry rooms of the church into sleeping 
rooms, and possibly one or two parlors, leav- 
ing Lincoln center to furnish the club fea- 
tures of the establishment. 

“ We don’t want to provide for more than 
thirty if we can help it,“ said Miss Bartelme, 
for we don’t want the boys to think that this 
is simply a lodging house.

SWEPT BY FLAMES 


Blaze Spreads Fast from Bot- 
tom to Top of Five Story 
Structure at 226-228. 


FIREMEN ARE IN DANGER, 


Several Have Narrow Escapes in 
Hard Night Battle; Loss Is 
Put at $200,000. 
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Fire early last night swept through the 
five story building at 226-228 Lake street, 
The firemen had a hard fight to extinguish 
the flames, and it was not until more than 
twenty-five engines had arrived that any 
noticeable impression was made. The loss 
is estimated at $200,000. 

The fire started in the engine room and shot 
up the exvator shafts. Before the arrival 
of the first of the fire companies the flames 
were shooting out of the upper windows. 

The building was occupied by the following 
firms: 

Chicago Label and Box company, third, fourth, 
and fifth floors. Loss, $75,000. | 

Chicago Novelty Paper Box company, second 
floor. Loss, $35,000. 

Rome Brase and Copper company, first how, 


, $20,000, 
The building, which is owned by J. H. Flem- 
ing of McGregor, Ia., was damaged to the 
extent of $70,000. 


Fire Tug First on Scene. 

The fire was discovered by several citizens, 
who hurried to the quarters of the firetug 
lllinois at Franklin street and the river and 
notified Capt. Lyons. While hurrying to 
the building he sounded an alarm. Upon 
the arrival of Fire Inspector John McDon- 
“nell a general alarm was sounded. This 
was followed by a special call for tem en- 
gines when Assistant Fire Marshal Seyfer 
lich and Chief Horan arrived. 

Firemen hurried up the fire escapes with 
leads of hose, but were soon driven down 
by the intense heat. 

Capt. Lyons and Pipemen Baynes, Hans 
Hansen, J. Walsh, and Frank Rhode of the 
tug Illinois remained on a fire escape on the 
franklin street side of the building directing 

a stream of water while flames were leaping 
an around them. Before they realized the 
danger flames burst from windows on the 
second floor directly under them. Members 
of engine company No. 13 directed streams 
of water over them to protect them from the 
heat and the flames until they could regain 
the street. Capt. Lyons escaped only by 
sliding down the ladder. 

Less than fifteen minutes after the fire was 
discovered the building from the second floor 

up Was in flames. After being driven from 
the fire escapes the firemen carried leads of 
hose to adjoining buildings and prevented the 
blaze from spreading. 


Shutters Fall Beside Chief. 

Marshal Horan, Assistant Fire Marshel 
Seyferlich, and Battalion Marshal Edward 
Buckley narrowly escaped being struck by 
several iron shutters which fell from the 
upper stories of the buildings. 

During the fire trains of the Chicago and 
Oak Park elevated raflroad filled with passen- 
gers passed in front of the bnilding. As @ 
west bound train passed the roof of the builé 
ing caved in carrying the fifth, fourth, and. 
third floors with it. Passengers on the train 
heard the crash, but a panic was prevented 
by the train crew.

PIN HOPE ON THE SENATE. 


Democratic Bosses Would Be Put 
in Worse Position by Pas- 
sage of Law.

When the news came from Springfield yes- 


ae terday that the lower house of the legisla- 
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ture had passed the Oglesby direct primary 
bill, and passed it with an emergency clause, 
the Chicago politicians proceeded to have 
something closely resembling what in older 
days were called conniption fits.“ The all- 
ment attacked the democrats more serious- 
ly than it did the republicans. 

They all still have an abiding faith that 
the state senate will come to the rescue. 
They could not hope for anything from Gov. 
Deneen, for he has so far committed himself 
to a primary law of some sort that they de- 
clare he would have to sign any bill, especial- 
ly one of the direct variety, which might be 
sent to him. 

Mayor Busse took the situation calmly. 
He could afford to, as, no matter what kind 
of a primary law is passed, it does not make 
much difference to him. He is in office for 
three years and a half more, which is a iong 
time in politics, and by that time new condi- 
tions would straighten themselves out. 

Other republicans were not so indifferent 
Still, they had confidence in the integrity of 
the party organization. They figured it out 


that even if the Oglesby bill were passed 
there would not be much difference in the, 


results of republican primaries. John J 
Hanberg argued that the party organiza- 
tions in most wards were now fairly respon- 
sive to the will of the republican voters in 
the wards, and the chief harm a direct pri- 
mary law could do to them would be occa- 
‘gionally to saddle the party with the blame 
for an unfit nomination. 


Different with the Democrats. 

But it is different with the democrats. 
There is no organization of any kind in that 
party. It is a case of every man for himself 
and the proverbial result to the hindmost. 
Nominally the democrats are all in favor of 
primaries of the most direct kind. This was 
before it looked as if by any chance a direct 
primary law could pass the legislature. Yes- 
’ terday it was different. But the democrats 
are helpless in the senate, as they have no 
perceptible representation there. 

The way the democratc party of Chicago 
is divided there is no cohesion of any kind. 
he present managers have fought more to 
keep control of the party organization by 
electing the proper men as ward committee- 
men. They have absolutely no method of 
directing the primary votes for this or that 
candidate for an office. Under a direct pri- 
mary law there is not a leader from Nationa!

The Oglesby 
bill was supported by seventeen senators, the 
Gardner bill by thirteen, the Jones plan by 
twp, and the Dunlap plan by one. 

The conference then agreed to take the 
Oglesby bill as a basis for its work and to 
proceed to amend it to suit senate ideas. 

Even the friends of direct primaries do not 
believe that the Oglesby bill has any chance 
in the senate in its present form. It is re- 
garded as only a question of how far the 
senate will manage to get away from the 
plurality idea. Amendments to it are now 
being considered. It is proposed to make ita 
percentage bill, requiring that a candidate 
secure at least 35 per cent of the vote if the 
nomination is to be made by the people. Fajil- 
ure to secure such a percentage would throw 
the nomination into convention. 

The senate leaders are working to secure 
the retention of the convention idea in some 
shape or other: When the house passed the 
bill Speaker Shurtleff voted against it, but 
his course in the chair was what made it pos- 
sible for the measure to be put through with 
an emergency clause. 


Shurtleff Favors Convention. 

In voting Mr. Shurtleff said that he had 
worked in the special session which passed 
the recently invalidated law for a conven- 
tion measure and against a direct primary 
act, 

‘I was for a convention law then,“ he 
said, “‘and I have not changed my position 
since then. I have the same opinions now, 
and, that being the case, I shall vote now as 
I did then.“ 

Republicans and democrats united in put - 
ting the bill over, and the opposition to it 
did not follow party lines. Representative 
Walter Lantz of Cook had the courage of 
his convictions and told his associates that 
they were insincere and that none of them 
wanted the bill they were passing. Repre- 
sentative Lee O'Neill Brown said that he per- 
sonally did not believe in the idea, but that 
the people of his district did and ace * he was 
taking orders from them. 

The republicans from United beats Sen- 
ator A. J. Hopkins’ territory lined up against 
the bill. Congressman Snapp from the Hop- 
kins district was one of those who ascended 
immediately following the announcement of 
the vote, and his face was sorrowful as he 
arose,

Senator Elietson introduced the state de- 
posit bill providing for the depositing of sta-e 
funds in banks designated by the state treas- 
urer and the governor, the state to receiveall 
the interest from such deposits. The bill pro- 
vides that the state treasurer shall be al- 
lowed $5,000 for his bond, but that he shall not 
be relieved of responsibility. This is one of 
the measures which. the legislature failed (o 
pass last winter and which the governor rec- 
ommended in his recent message.

AVOID OUSTING OF BOARD 


Sentiment of Meeting Is Against 
Small; No Prospect of the 
Struggle’s End. 


(BY A STAFT CORRESPONDENT. 1 

Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 23.—(Special.)—The 
first session of the commercial telegraphers’ 

meeting today developed into a fight between 
the radicals, who demand’ the removal of 
the present executive board, and the sup- 
porters of the present board. 

After considerable skirmishing a compro- 
mise was suggested, which probably will 
be adopted tomorrow. It will be the election 
of a board of strategy, composed of five 


members, which will have «vtire control of | 


the strike situation ana will act independ- 
ently of the executive board. The election 

of officers will be postponed until the regular 
biennial convention in June, and the exist- 
ing members of the executive board will not 
be deposed. 


May Ask Railway Strike. 


The seating of delegates occupied most of 
the afternoon session, and the question of 
ways and means of financing the strike was 
scarcely touched upon. 

Resolutions looking to the amalgamation 
of the commercial telegraphers and the rail- 
road operators will be offered tomorrow. It 
also is probable that a resolution asking the 
railroad telegraphers to strike on such sys- 
tems as have instituted a blacklist ’’ against 
commercial operators since the calling of 
the strike will come up tomorrow. 


Sentiment Against 8. J. Small. 


The sentiment of the convention ts against 
Sylvester J. Small, the deposed president. 
A message from him protesting against the 
convention's illegality, was read and hailed 
with derision. There is little chance of 
Small’s reinstatement at the hands of the 
delegates, in spite of genera! dissatisfaction 
with the present officials. 

Although the Chicago delegation is the larg- 
est unit in the convention, a move to have it 
adjourned to meet immediately in Chicago 
was defeated. 

No matter what action the convention may 
take in the fight upon the officers, it is not 


probable that any move toward calling off |} 


the strike will be made. The delegates are 
determined to continue the fight and will 
adopt every means to raise necessary funds. 


New Wage Schedule in Effect. 


New York, Oct. 23.—[Special.]—Employés 
of the Western Union who have been loyal 
through the strike were notified today that 
the new wage schedule is now in effect. In 
most cases it went into effect om Monday. 
By the new schedule the wages are advanced 
in accordance with the individual merit and 
ability of the telegraphers and the class they 
are in. First class operators’ wages are ad- 
vancéd from $19.80 to $21 a week, and the 
overtime charge is advanced in proportion. 


Churches and clergymen were criticised 


‘for their attitude toward the cause of the 


striking telegraphers at a meeting yesterday 
afternoon at Uhlich’s hall. J. B. Connors, 
president of the switchmen’s union, was the 
speaker. 

He declared the churches always have been 
hostile to union labor, and that the strikers 
need expect no aid from ministers or from 
church organizations. The remarks were 
cheered by the 200 strikers present.

| FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 12.—Emma Goldman, high 
priestess of anarchy, is enjoying her stay in 
England to the utmost. It is affording her an 
opportunity to open her mouth and exercise 
her lungs such as she has not had in the 
United States for many a long day. And of 
this opportunity she is making the most, at- 
tacking everybody and everything under the 
sun. 

With a promising beginning in London, 
where she addressed a meeting disappointi 
in its size and enthusiasm, Miss Goldman 18 
making a three months’ tour of England, 
speaking in all the larger cities, such as 
Manchester, Liverpool, Leeds. and Plymouth, 
and in addition is studying. conditions in 
England, which she calls the home of an- 
archy.“ 

Miss Goldman has made capital out of the 
Haywood trial, and the success, as she calls 
it, of the Western Federation of Miners. 
Haywood was acquitted, Miss Goldman tells 
her English hearers, not because the judge or 
the jurymen were any better than the judges 
or the jurymen in any other part of the 
United States, but because the men of the 
Western Federation of Miners understood the 
use of dynamite and knew when and where 
to use it. 


Her Idea of Unions Here. 

It was feer in the hearts of the judge and 
the jurymen that set Hayward free, accord- 
ing to Mise Goldman. Haywood's acquittal, 
she says, marks the turning point in trades 
unionism in the United States, as hence- 
forth the trades unions would emulate the 
example of the Western Federation of Min- 
ers, which took the law into its own hands. 

Mise Goldman also is telling her English 
hearers about the anarchists executed in 
Chicago in 1887, and she draws a disparag- 
ing comperison between these men and 
Samuel Gompers, president of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor, and John Mitchell, 
president of the mine workers’ union, who, 
she says, will never risk their lives for their 

convictions, because they havent any con- 
victions. 

The majority of the poor workmen in the 
United States, says Miss Goldman, do not 
want to be president because the office can- 
not be reached except by @ life of machina- 
tions, trickery, and deceit; and they do not 
want to be millionaires because, she says, 
they know it is easy_to do so if one knows 
how to steal. 


Attack Roosevelt in Vain. 

President Roosevelt she pictures as a man 
consumed by a desire to become famous and 
who is trying to imitate Kaiser William of 
Germany. who some people say,“ declares 
Miss Goldman, “is not quite right in the 
head. ; 

A remarkable thing about her meetings is 
the fact that she has been unable upon any 
occasion to get a demonstration of sympathy 
from her audience in her attacks updn Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. When she attacks the kaiser 
or the bloody gar she arouses great 
enthusiasm, but her remarks about President 
Roosevelt are received in silence.

TO INSPECT COAST DEFENSES. 


Unexpected Amount of Business Com-

MANILA, P. I., Oct. 23.—Secretary Taft 
started for Subig bay at 11 o'clock tonight 
to ingpect the coast defenses at the naval 
base there.

I deny that many of the great corpora- 
tions and trusts of this country are the regult 
of economic principles. They are the regult 
of the genius and cupidity of the men who 
love wealth and power and who have ever 
been abusive of power and who will not stop 
in their grasp for power short of the indus-, 
trial enslavement of their fellow men. 

“It is not true that combinations are éco- 
nomical and reduce the prices to the people. 
But for the Sherman act or like enactments 
there would be no limit to combination. How 
long would the American people stand it if a 
set of men undertook to monopolize the own- 
ership of land, if they sought to turn this 
country into a landlordism and tenantry?’’ 


Gompers Raps the Courts. 


President Gompers, wearing a black skull 
cap to keep the air away from his head, took 
advantage of the discussion of Labor and 
Its Attitude Toward Trusts to rap the 
courts severely for the abuse of the in- 
junction power. 

“The problems which confront us are 
serious, but not hopeless,” he said. ‘‘ In in- 
telligent and associated use of the powers 


is idle chatter to talk of annihilating trusts. 
They are the inevitable accompaniment of 
our modern commercial | system.

The control 
of vast distributing powers has been ac- 
quired through means which are only begin- 
ning to be understood by the people—the con- 
sumers. Honest investigation and truthful 
exposure of wrong conditions are as invigor- 
ating to the growth of a correct public qpin- 
fon as sunlight in a sweater’s den. Such an 
opinion will prove the Nemesis of the trust 
manipulators. 

Our courts must adapt themselve td the 
changing conditions. Too often—esgecially 
iri injunction cases, are they severe with the 
poor man and complacsaygnd dilatory with 
the corporation. 

We need not be afgaid of the people. We 
must trust them moreand more. The greater 
the scope of the trust enterprises the heavier 
its weight of responsibility to those who 
produce and consume its products. This re- 
sponsibility to the masses is a very real and 
vital thing. Upon a proper appreciation of 
it rests our hope and national progress 


Detailed Plan of ng.

Chinese Exclusion, the President, 
Railroads, and Strikes 
Discussed.

The big problems now confronting the 
country were discussed briefly at the noon 
luncheon of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merce yesterday by: former Mayor Seth Low 
of New York and Dr, Albert Shaw, magazine 
editor, 

Immigration, with special reference to the 
Chinese exclusion act, was the topic dealt 
with by Mr. Low. He indorsed the so-called 
% Roosevelt poliey of excluding from this 
country only the class of Chinese known as 


2 eee 

am in ta vor ot the purpose, but not the 
form, of the Chinese exclusion act,“ said 
Mr. Low. President Roosevelt is right in 
his policy of opposition to the slavelike labor 
of coolies in this free country. It is an in- 
sult to an old, wise, and proud race such ag 
the Chinese to exclude their students and 
great men from our shores. I am in sy 
pathy with the great object of the Chinese 
exclusion act—to keep the Pacific coast free 
from the numerical preponderance of an 
Asiatic population. If there ever was a mat- 
ter of public policy in which the ‘ undesirable 
citizen’ doctrine should be enforced to the 
limit it ie the immigration question. 

„ Degenerates and people of low morals 
are the most undesirable classes of immi- 
grants. But there should be no educational 
tests. Physical fiber and stamine should be 
the chief qualities required.“ 


Immaturity of the Nation. 


Dr. Shaw spoke of the development of the 
country. 

All the big problems now confronting the 
Country are traceable to our immaturity asa 
nation, he said. “They are the natural 
legacies of the great ploneering-period. For 
the colossal! tasks of this development it was 
inevitable that the great geniuses who built 
our transcontinental railroads should have 
appeared on our national hofizon. When lay- 
ing out their rallroad routes they were given 
Special privileges in states and cities. Large 
fortunes have been amassed out of these 
undue privileges. But most of the nation’s 
business men now have come to realize that 
the special privileges in freight rates are 
wrong, and they rightly demand equal rates 
for al. This is the policy of the square deal,’ 
and it is bouhd to triumph everywhere.“ 

Warren S. Stone, grand chief of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, said: 

“TI am no believer in the millennium, but I 
am firmly convinced that all strikes and labor 
difficulties will be settléd in the future by 
friendly arbitration.’’ 


Low Speaks of Finances. 


Mr. Low was expected to make some re- 
marks on the financial conditions in New 
York, but he made no mention of Wall street 
or finances. In an interview after his speech 
he said: 

Wallstreet speculators have been sowir.g 
the wind for a long time and they are now 
reaping the whirlwind. I am not one of those 
who blame President Roosevelt and his poll- 
cies for the situation. I belleve the country 
will continue prosperous. The flurry in Wall 
street will cause better adjustments and use- 
ful financial! housecleaning.”’

CHICAGO BANKS SOUND. 

No depositor in a Chicago bank need be 
uneasy because of the financial situatio! 
in New York. Chicago banks are sound. 
They are conducted on conservative lines. 
They are influenced by none of the spect- 
lative conditions which have brougnt 


trouble to New York concerns. For these 


reasons the difficulties in the latter city 
only serve to emphasize the solidity of 
Chicago banks and to strengthen the im- 
pression of the wisdom and conservatisin 


of their management, which has been | 


growing steadily for some years. 

For more than ten years there has been 
no notable speculation in this city which 
has affected the soundness of the banks. 
There have been some instances of at- 
tempts by individuals to make deals of 
one kind or another, but these have not 
involved the banks. The New York situ- 
ation is the result of making loans with- 
out sufficient collateral or of making too 
large loans in aid of speculative enter- 
prises. In Chicago not only has there 
been no notable speculation but loans 
have been guarded with unusual caro.

When banks connected with certain en- 
terprises of an individual’ became involved 
in difficulties; a few months ago their 
business was quietly taken over by other 
banks, the transactions hardly making a 
ripple in financial circles. The clearing 
house at once instituted a special exam- 
ination of its own to supplement the work 
done for state banks by state officials and 
for national banks by government exam- 
iners, When one bank was discovered to 
be conducting its business in a somewhat 
irregular manner it was forced to close its 
doors. * 

The establishment of this special exa 
inership has not only resulted in a fin n- 
cia) situation always clearly understood 
by the clearing house committee but it has 
added a new safeguard to banking whose 
value has been recognised in other cities 
where this new “ Chicago idea” has been 
adopted as a marked step in advance. No 
higher tribute to the conservatism of Chi- 
cago banking institutious could be pa:d 
than by the quick enthusiasm with which 
wise financiers in other cities have hailed 
this special examinership. 

If these features of banking in Chicago 


were insufficient to warrant confidence in 


the men and the methods controlling the 
situation there would be the condl- 
tion of the tributary country as conclu- 
sive evidence. From all parts of the 
central west the same story comes. The 
people have money. They have been pay- 
ing off their mortgages. They have had 


several years of abundant harvests. They | 


are well off in spite of the happenings in 
Wall street.

-eago bankers that there need be no fear of 


financial disaster here. Confidence and 
security aré apparent everywhere in this 
vicinity. The unsavory scandals of recent 
months which have shaken public faith in 
the integrity of the managers of New 
York houses have had no reflections ‘n 
‘Chicago. There is ground for thinking 
that this city will gain largely among 
financiers because of the superiority of its 
banking methods and the honesty and * 
servatism of the men who contro

NEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 


OUNT WA ie which were 
to have been published shortly under 
the title of “Life and Correspond- 
ence of Count Ni „have been de- 
troyed. It is that the count 

himself consigned all hie correspondence and 
his memoirs to the flames not long before his 
demise last summer. The news comes from 
semi-official and authoritative quarters at 
Rome, But while it is tolerably certain that 
the memoirs will never see the light of day, 
some 3 quite naturally will be en- 
tertained with regard to the story that they 
had been reduced to ashes by their author. 

At the time of the demise of the count in 
July last I mentioned in these letters that 
as he had devoted the last five years of his 
life following hie retirement from the post 
of ambassador at Vienna to the compilation 
of his memoirs and co dence, and had 
put his heart into the work, this wonderfully 
interesting memorial of his notable career 
would soon be on the market, since it was 
all ready for pubjication in the exact shape 
in which its author wiehed it to appear. For 
fifty years or more he had been one of the 
most important figures in Huropean history. 
As secretary, and then the principal. Heu- 
tenant and close confidant, of Cavour in the 
creation of united Italy, Italian ambassador 
in France throughout the greater part of 
the reign of Napoleon III., the preux cheva- 
Mer of. Empress Eugénie, ‘whom he reacued 
at the Tuileries in September, 1870, and con- 
veyed through the mob to safety in the house 
of her American dentist, the late Dr. Thomas 
Evans, afterwards the representative of his 
country in London, St. Petersburg, and Vi- 
enna, regarded both at home and abroad as 
the nestor of diplomacy and of statecraft, 
and a favorite of the great world in all the 
capitals where he had been stationed, pos- 
sessed moreover of a most facile and gifted 
pen, and celebrated for his wit, his memoirs 
would have been of absorbing interest and 
would have constituted a most enlightening 
contribution to the elucidation of the history 
of the eecond half of the nineteenth century. 

— 

That these memoirs existed, that Count 
Nigra was proud of them, and that he looked 
to them to keep his memory green is shown 
by the fact that they were a favorite theme 
of his conversation during the last years & 
his life in the so-called House of the Four 
Winds at Rome, where he was fond of read- 
ing extracts from them to his friends and 
acquaintances. At one of these readings he 
gave some interesting data regarding the 
death of Crown Prince Rudolph, he having 
been Italian ambassador at Vienna at the 
time of the tragedy of Meyerling. It is dif- 
ficult, therefore, for any one who knew the 
count to believe that he himself destroyed all 
this work, which had been to him a labor of 
love, and it is impossible to refrain from the 
conviction that if the memoirs no longer ex- 
ist they have been destroyed by other hands, 
and thet they have shared the fate of the 
most interesting portion of the memoirs of 
Crispi, and of the latter’s most important cor- 
respondence, which mysteriously disap- 
peared shortly after his death and which are 
missing, therefore, from the volumes of his 
life which are now being placed upon the 
a 

— 

At the time of Nigra’s death I expressed 
in these columns the fear that powerful in- 
fluences would be exercised not only in Italy 
but also by foreign courts, statesmen, and 
society to avert, if possible, the publication 
of his long heralded memoirs and to prevent 
at all costs the disconcerting revelations 
which they were known to contain. These 
influences, it would seem, have proved ef- 
ficacious and the memoirs of Nigra have ap- 
parently gone the way of certain of Crispi's 
journals and batches of letters which mys- 
teriously disappeared from his desk immedi- 
ately after his death, the envelopes in which 
they had been contained being found stuffed 
with meaningless scraps of newspaper and 


showing evidence of having had their seals 


broken and of having been clumsily reclosed. 
The fate of the memoirs of Crispi and of 


Nigra is, however, that to which the posthu- 


mous memoirs and correspondence of every 
great statesman, leading diplomat, or high 
court dignitary is exposed, and to escape 
which the late Prince Bismarck sent all his 
diaries and his correspondence, especially 
that portion thereof relating to the reign of 
the present emperor and to the circum- 
stances in connection with his own downfall 
from power,/to England, where they still 
remain. That Nigra’s memoirs would have 
been of an infinitely more sensational char- 
acter and would have created far greater 
consternation in high quarters if published 
than those of Prince Hohenlohe is certain. 
— 


Emperor Francis Joseph is not the only 
member of the house of Hapsburg whose 
health is a matter of grave concern. Arch- 
duke Ferdinand Salvator is also critically ill, 
beyond hope of recovery, and with his death 
there will disappear the title of grand duke 
of Tuscany, by which he has until now been 
known. Born considerably over seventy 
years ago, he was a young man of 23 or 24 
when his father, Grand Duke Leopold II., 
abdicated in his favor the throne of Tuscany 
in the vain hope of preserving it to his fam- 
fly. The Tuscans would not, however, hear 
of any continuation of the Hapsburg régime 
and were particularly averse to Ferdinand, 
who had excited their indignation by his ex- 
cesses of every kind, and in particular by his 
treatment of his first wife, Princess Anna of 


‘Saxony, who was universally beloved at Flor- 


ence, and indeed throughout the grand 
duchy, So his subjects drove him out of 
his capital on the Arno to seek refuge with 
his father and his other relatives in Austria, 
voting for the annexation of his dominions 
to those of King Victor Emmanuel of Sar- 
dinia in 1860. 

Since then Grand Duke Ferdinand has 
made hig home altogether in Austria, main- 
taining a sort of miniature court at Salzburg, 


‘and treated in Austria with all the honors 


due to a foreign sovereign. He stands near 
in the line of succession to the Austrian 
throne. Next to Francis Ferdinand, the heir 
apparent, are the latter’s two young nephews, 
Charles Francis and Maximilian, sons of his 
second brother, the late Archduke Otto, then 
his third brother, Archduke Charles Louis, 
who, infatuated with the daughter of Prot. 
Czuber of the Vienna university, swears 
that he will never wed any one unless he can 
marry her. After that comes the only sur- 
viving brother of Emperor Francis Joseph— 
namely: Louis Victor. But he has long been 
afflicted with softening of the brain, and for 
several years under restraint as an incurable 
paretic in one of the imperial chateaux near 
Salzburg. Next to him in the line of suc- 
cession ranks the now dying grand duke of 
Tuscany. The grand duke, in addition 
to his other maladies, has also become blind, 
and his condition has been aggravated by 
the latest escapade of his erring daughter, 
the ex-crown princess of Saxony, and also 
by the recent divorce and remarriage of his 
eldest son, ran Peas ye ae Leopold. 


The grand duke, oa has become religious 
in his old age, cannot fail to see in the scan- 
dals that have overtaken his two eldest chil- 
dren retribution for the excesses of his own 
youth, and also a certain amount of atavism. 
Their mother, the present grand duchess of 
Tuscany, is the daughter of that infamous 
sovereign duke, Charles III. of Parma, the 
scandals of whose private life were so un- 

speakably vile that when murdered in 1854 
while engaged in an unsavory intrigue 
neither his family nor his government took 
any trouble to bring his assassins to justice, 
deeming it best for the dynasty to refrain 
frém making any attempt to raise the veil 
of semi-mystery enshrouding his fate. 

The grand duke of Tuscany’s mother, that 
is to say, the grandmother of the ex-crown 

princess of Saxony, and who died only nine 
years ago, was the sister of King Ferdinand 
II. of Naples, popularly known as King 
Bomba and as king of the Lazzaroni,”’ 
and renowned as the most profligate sov- 
ereign of his time, wh#® Bomba’s mother in 
turn was the dissolute Queen. Caroline of 
Naples, the friend of Emma. Lady Hamilton, 
and evil genius of Lord Nelson. From this 
it will be seen that there is plenty in the 
ancestry of the ex-crown princess of Saxony 


and of her brother, now known as Leopold 


Wolfling to account for their deficiency of 
moral sense and propriety.

He failed to raise the necessary money 
from Pittsburg bankers, who turned a deaf 
ear, but he succeeded in Now York, where he 
was unknown. He reorganized the company 
on a better footing than ever. 

His interests have multiplied twenty fold 
since that first financial setback, and have 
grown far beyond his personal supervision. 
The George Westinghouse of today stands 
either at the head or in indirect control of 
thirty corporations representing an aggre- 
gate investment of more than $100,000,000 in 
cash, There are nineteen Wéstinghouse com- 
panies in the United States—some of them, 
however, now forming parts of combinations 
one in Canada, three in England, one in 
France, one in Russia, and one in Germany. 
Of fifteen of these Mr. Westinghouse is presi- 
dent, and of all of them the direct head. 
His personal fortune is reckoned at „000.

Born an Inventor. 


Westinghouse was born with a genius for 
invention, his father before him having had 
no small talent in that direction. Before 
he was 16 years old young Westinghouse 
had built an engine. After a generation and 
a half is still working at that engine. 

It is related of him that recently at a Fifth 
avenue dinner table he suddenly broke off 
a conversation, became preoccupied, and 
finally produced a note pad, on which he be- 
gan to sketch. .To the inquiry of a friend 
he explained that he was recording an idea 
that had come to him in connection with the 
rotary engine—perhaps the secret for which 
he had been searching forty-Hlve years. 

It is an example of the curious irony of 
fate that Schenectady, N. Y., where the 
young inventor got his start in life, is now 
known to the world chiefly for the location 
there of his militant rival, the General Elec- 
tric company. The works of this company, 
which has developed the patents of that other 
wizard of the mechanical world, Thomas A. 
Edison, are situated across the street from 
the old factory of the Westinghouse family, 
in which George and his only living brother, 
Herman, received oe training. 


Begins with Rerailing Frog. 

The circumstances under which Westing- 
house came to leave Schenectady to his fu- 
ture competitors illustrate the traits that 
have won him success. One night, in his 
twentieth year, after coming home from the 
war, he was returning from a visit to Albany 
when the train was delayed by the derailing 
of a freight train ahead. The young man 
watched the efforts to get the cars back on 
the track with disgust and showed the work- 
=e that what they needed was a rerailing 

rog. 

He returned home, made some frogs, and 
with two other men who put up $5,000, start- 
ed his first factory to manufacture the in- 
vention. He held the patents in his own 
name, however. When the device was fairly 
on the market the partners demanded that he 
make over the patents to them. Westing- 
house refused and the partners seized the 
business, which, without the young inventor, 
soon went to smash. 

Westinghouse immediately removed to 
Pittsburg, where he became a salésman for 
Alexander & Woods, a steel casting firm, that 


took up the gerailing frog and made it a suc- 


cess. 
The idea of the air brake came to the young 
man in this same year. In one of his trips 
between Schenectady and Troy he witnessed 
a bad train wreck—a head on collision on a 
piece of straight track. The danger had been 
seen by the engineers in good time, but the 
hand brakes could not be set soon enough 
to avert the disaster.. Westinghouse began 
to study out a device by which the brakes 
could be controlled 0 65 the engine cab.

Considering the sensational financial de- 
velopments in this country, the buying of 
wheat on the break yesterday by foreigners 
was considered significant. The scarcity of 
spring wheat is creating an enormous de- 
mand from the other side for hard winter 
varieties, and the steadily hardening premi- 
ums for No. 2 hard at the gulf indicate an 
actual need of this variety. Yesterday this 
grade sold at the gulf at 10%c over Chicago 
December, or 1%c higher relatively than the 
previous day. Liverpool was a buyer of Du- 
luth No. 1 northern wheat at New York, and 
the seaboard also claimed a fair business in 
No. 2 red, durums, and hard winters. 


The Northwestern Miller’s flour trade sum- 
mary follows: The Minneapolis flour out- 
put last week was less than 2,000 bris 
smaller than in the preceding week. The 
quantity turned out was 357,660 bris, against 
316,730 bris in 1906 and 471,265 in 1905. Two 
less mills were in. operation. today, ‘and 
should they remain idle all the week it 
would mean fully 50,000 bris reduction. That 
would make the week’s output around 810,-

000 bris, against 349,410 a year ago. With a 
wild wheat market and a decline for the 
week of 12c, trade in flour has been irregular 
but of fair volume. It is safe to say that 
sales of Minneapolis mills during the week 
exceeded the output by a liberal margin. 
The foreign trade displayed unusual in- 
terest in flour and made comparatively favor- 
able bids. Even on patents the 0 d was 
pretty good, and a generous business would 
have resulted had not mills opportunity to 
sell on more profitable terms in domestic 
markets.” | 


Bartlett-Frasler. Logan-Bryan, Scotten- 
Snydacker, Hulburd-Warren-Chandler, and 
local traders were thé best buyers of wheat 
on the early decline. Later Dickinson, Lake, 
and Pringlé-Fitch-Rankin were on the buy- 
ing side, The local crowd was caught short 
early in the day and again after the decline 
in December to 99%c from §1.01%. On the 
bulges Logan-Bryan, Slaughter, Rankin, 
and Northern Grain company were the lead- 
ing sellers. Comstock bought corn early, 
but later was a seller. On the advance to 
60c Bartlett-Frasier were the heaviest buy- 
ers. Ware-Leland and Pringle-Fitch-~Rankin 
were good sellers. Bartlett-Fraster, Shear- 
son-Hammill, and Northern Grain support- 
ed oats. The selling wes headed by Roberts, 
Ware-Leland, Hulburd-Warren, and Buck- 
ley. Packers bought May lard and sold Jan- 
uary. Boyd-Lunham and Raymond were the 
leading buyers early, supposed to be cover- 
ing shorta. Packers sold. 


“There is not enough of the hard varieties 
of wheat moving to suppty the demand, and 
it is sure that we cannot afford to let too 
much of our northern spring go abroad, 
even at the high premiums offered,” said 
Bartlett-Frasler. Europe must buy a lot 
more wheat during the next sixty days, 
and we will have to supply it. This will be 
a great help to the financial situation. The 
sterling credits involved are going to make 
a great change in sentiment, and probably 
will give higher values. Broomhall indi- 
cates the situation in Russia by saying that 
the Russian government has given $3,500,000 
to relieve the distress in the wheat growing 
provinces. Russian drought continues, and 
the Odessa market ruled strong today. 


Local cash men are wondering who is going 
to carry the cash wheat after Dec. 1. Banks 
are loath to make definite promises in re- 
gard to furnishing funds to renew loans after 
that date, and in fact one of the banks has 
refused to promise that it would renew the 
joan on cash wheat at all. Speculative buy- 


‘ers of December wheat are likely as a result 


to have the wheat delivered to them, with a 
poor prospect of getting bank accommoda- 
tions except at prohibitive prices. As indi- 
cating the tendency of the trade to back 
away from the actual grain, October wheat 
gold yesterday in the pit at a discount of 3c 
under December, whereas the actual cost of 
carrying the grain from now until Dec. 1 is 
only about half that amount. 


Broomhall cabled the following on Russian 
conditions: In the southern region the 
drought is unbroken. Arrivals at the south- 
west are of poor quality, while in the south- 
east the arrivals are good. The wheat mar- 
ket at Odessa opened firm today, as a result 
of liberal buying owing to the continuance 
of the drought, but afterwards eased.”

SOME RALLY NEAR CLOSE. 


Good Support Given to Small Section 
of List by the Bulls. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 
NEW YORK, Oct. 28.— [Special. After u 
session marked by extreme gloom in genti- 
ment and wide fluctuation in prices the stock 
market rallied to some extent late in the day. 
and then became unsettled again, holding in 


that condition until the close. 


One of the chief factors in the uneasiness 
was the closing of the Pittsburg stock ex- 
changd@ and the heavy selling orders which 
came from that source. Most of these were 
on stocks usually regarded as inactive, and 
forced rapid declines, due to lack of support- 
ing measures. 

There was a considerable fragment of the 
list of securities Which was but slightly at- 
fected by the acute depression at other points 
and by the severe stringency of money. The 
resistance of these points in the list must 
have been due to protective measures. Their 
comparative stability suggested something 
of suspense also in the attitude of waiting for 
the working out of measures to fortify the 
situation. 

The effect of the Westinghouse incident 
was particularly severe on the industrial se- 
curities generally, and many of these dis- 
closed the artificial character of the quota- 
tions which have been established for them 
and the narrow market existing for any genu- 
ine liquidation in them. Support in this part 
of the Hst seemed out of the question. 

Bonds were weak. The Westinghouse con- 
vertible bonds shared in the demoralization 
of the stock, and other convertible and specu- 
lative issues made widedeclines. Total sales, 
par value, 84, 128,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.

IN FOREIGN MONEY MARKETS. 


LONDON, Oct. 23.—The supplies of money in 
the market today were plentiful and slightly 
harder.
